ernei'ji ami Southerners into accord 
on some basis \\liicli will make for 
peace iu Ireland. 


Arthur Griffith, Michael Collins and 


Earaonn J. Duggan will represent the 
South and Sic James Craig, the Ul- 
bter premier, and several members of 
his cabinet, the North. 
The British 


representatives will be Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, 
the imperial colonial 


secretary, and other members of the 
government,

The Gover- 
nor said that this was a judicial ciues- 
tion, now on appeal in the Court of 
Appeals, and that pending the settle- 
ment of this question any action by 
him would be "premature."

Mr. Jewell asserted in presenting his 
theory of the living wage.

Enormous Increase In Berlin Street 


Mishcps Shown Since 


Before War. 


Berlin.—The fact that street nccl- 


dents in Berlin have, increased 000 per 
cent since 1913 lias led to the sugges- 
tion that one of the causes muy be the 
apparent effort to put American "pep" 
into the city's everyday life. One news- 
paper writer asserts Eerliners have be- 
come too busy to greet friends in pass- 
ing, that the spirit of hustle is disturb- 
ing the general routine, and that the 
citizens on the whole are growing 
nervous. He deprecates "the attempt 
to niailfe Berlin street life look like 
Forty-second street and Broadway." 


Officral reports say most of the acci- 


dents are due to speeding automobiles 
and careless pedestrians, "who step off 
the sidewalks and walk the streets in 
every direction without once looking 
to see if they are in the way of ve- 
hicular traffic." 


There is no ordinance regulating pe- 


destrian traffic. 
Even at the more 


crowded intersections the people cross 
the streets at will, taking their chances 
with the automobiles, street cars," om- 
nibuses, trucks nnd horse cabs. There 
are no traffic policemen in the German 
metropolis, but it has been decided to. 
establish such force. 
Meantime the 


"security police" nre doing this duty.

In 1010 at the age of thirty he was 
elected a representative of the Illi- 
nois union miners, and in October 
J',111, he became general field agent oC 
the American Federation oi Labor, re- 
signing in February. 1917, to become 
statistician of the United .Mine Work- 
ers of America. 
On Oct. 25, 1!>17, he 


was elected vice-president of tiie Unit- 
ed Mine Workers, and on Feb. 6, 1920 
beca.me president, having for a short 
time previously been the union's act- 
ing president. 


Since 191B, Mr. Lewis has partici- 


pated In all Interstate 'conferences be- 
tween miners and operators in the 
adjustment of questions affecting the 
mining industry, and since 1917 he 
has had full charge of the administra- 
tive and field forces of the union in 
extending the organization into many 
non-union fields. 
In 1910-11, he was 


a member of the commission, compos- 
ed of miners, operators and public 
men. which -was created by the Illinois 
general 
assembly 
to revise mining] 


laws, and in 191G he declined an ap-J 
pointment from Governor Lowflen as 
director oC the Illinois department of 
labor. IDuring the world war. he' was 
a member of the National Committee 
on Co:il Production, and later co-ope- 
rated with the, National Fuel Adminis- 
tration on problems affecting coql pro- 
ductions and distribution. In the first 
year of President Harding's admini- 
stration, Mr. Lewis served on the com- 
mission that correlated the work of 
various government bureaus dealing 
with the welfare of Ex-service men, 
and also on the commission that laid 
the foundation for the recent unem- 
ployment conference. 


In brief. Mr. Lewis' life story is one 


of a miner's son. born in 
an 
Iowa 


hamlet, has become the leader of one 
of the most powerful labor organiza- 
tions in the world. He was born Feb. 
12, 1SSO, at Lucas, Iowa, and after at- 
tending th'e public schools entered the 
mines to work with his father. Later, 
he supplemented his public school ed- 
ucation with courses of reading and 
study in specialized subjects, particu- 
larly economics.

Failure of Bolshevik Invasion of Per- 


sia Attributed to Quarrels of Three 


Bandit Chiefs—Russians Are 


Rather Cynical. 


Baku, Azerbaijan.-—The last of the 


Russian communists have arrived here 
from Persia, fleeing before the troops 
of the shah, under the general direc- 
tion of the prime minister, Ghavamos 
Saltane, who demanded that the terms 
of the Anglo-Russian treaty for both 
nations to let Persia work out her 
own destiny be observed. 


Rotstein, the soviet ambassador to 


Teheran, has been sent home, among 
others. 


The invasion of Persia was under- 


taken in 1920, the Russian communists 
co-operating with three revolutionary 
bandit 
chiefs of Persia—Ehsanella, 


Kutoblk nnd Haidar. 


The failure of the movement is at- 


tributed here to quarrels between the 
three bandit chiefs. 


Now that the effort of soviet Russia 


to 
sovietize Persia 
has 
definitely 


fulled, the Kussians are taking a rath- 
er impartial If not cynical view of the 
events during 
he last year. 
They 


maintain that uie 00 or so little shahs, 
or feudalist landlords, each with his 
court and army, continue to weaken 
the central government by their quar- 
rels and ambitions, and that, so long as 
they have any power, no nationalist 
movement is possible and Persia will 
remain almost in the same condition 
as England of centuries ago under the 
barons. 


Aside from the Anglo-Russian treaty, 


a multitude of reasons ; -e given for 
the Red failure in Persia. O.'ie is that 
the soviet freedom to won' n, includ- 
ing abandoning of the chadrah, or veil, 
pleased the women, but not their hus- 
biind£, nnd made many enemies for 
the soviet. 


Another reason was that the Rus- 


sians mistook the feudalists for re- 
formers. 
These persons were ready 


for any revolution that would over- 
throw the power of the shah, until 
they realized that communism would 
wreck their own estates. 


The merchant class at first welcomed 


the communists, only later to grow- 
cold, ns they saw tho fruits of a divi- 
sion of property, house requisitions 
nnd other odds and ends of commu- 
nism. 


Yet another reason was that tho 


peasants themselves, trained in the 
Islamic law to respect property, re- 
fused to accept a division of land be- 
longing to their landlords.
